iThis is the fourth in a series 
updating the development of the 
Lompoc 
V alley 
Regional 
Wastewater Management System i 
There are really two new sewage 
treatment projects under way in the 
I/>mpoc Valley 
The first, and largest, is the $12 
million regional project that also 
embraces Vandenberg Village and 
Mission 
Hills and is slated to 
commence treating six million daily 
gallons of area sewage in late 1976. 
This system is elaborately called 
the 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Regional 
Wastewater Management System 
But this project, already delayed 
a year, still won’t be completed for 
over another two years And experts 
have 
forecasted 
"an 
almost 
complete breakdown in the sewage 
treatment process” should major 
new 
hookups, 
such 
as 
new 
condominiums or trailer courts, be 
add<*d to the sewage burden of the 
c ity ’s 
present 
chronically 
overburdened plant, built in the 
early 1960s 
So, in order to allow a moderate 
but unspecified amount of city 
growth to occur before the new 
regional plant comes on the line, the 
Lompoc City Council on October 3, 
1973, 
embarked on 
an 
interim 
sewage treatment project costing 
about $75,000 This system is to be 
completed this summer 
The 
October 
council 
action 
followed a vote in early September 
to clamp down a six month sewer 
hookup moratorium affecting only 
large connections, such as trailer 
parks and apartment houses, etc. 
At this same meeting, the panel 
hiked sewer connection fees across 
the board in order, as it was then 
explained, to help underwrite the 
project. The new rates were $260 per 
single family home, $210 per mobile 
home or apartment hookup for 
developments of 12 or less units, and 
$150 per trailer or apartment for 
larger developments.

Trustees to meet on school closings

trustees

Unified School District will meet at 
Loma Vista School for the first of 
several special 
sessions on the 
proposed closing of schools 


A committee of educators and 
parents headed by Dr Bill Williams 
says a couple of schools should be 
closed to meet the realities of 
declining enrollment 
Parents of 
students in at least one of the 
threatened schools have taken vocal 
exception to the proposal 
Meanwhile the district staff has 
pleaded for an early decision on the

Schools Supt Glen Wegner says he 
needs to know bv earlv May whether 
the school board will close any of the 
district's 14 elementary schools in

Senate panel lays 


Watergate blame on 


presidential power 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - The 


Senate Watergate committee is 
expected to recommend in its final 
report 
a 
severe 
reduction 
of 


presidential power to prevent future 
scandals. 
A preliminary draft of one section 


of the committee report blames the 
Watergate scandal on excessive 
secrecy in the executive branch and 
a growing concentration of power in 
the presidency. 
A copy of the draft was obtained 


by UPI. 
The report recommends that less 


power be concentrated in the White 
House, by making the government 
agencies, particularly the Justice 
Department, the Internal Revenue 
Service, the F B I and the CIA more 
independent. 
The report has not yet been 


adopted by the seven senators on the 
committee. But committee sources 
said that, with the exception of a few 
controversial 
proposals, 
it was 


expected to be approved. 
One of its most controversial 


proposals would create a permanent State Senate hopefuls in local jousts 


special prosecutor. His job would be 
to operate independently of the 
Justice Department in prosecuting 
government officials accused of 
wrongdoing, especially 
in cases 
related to political campaigns. 
The report considers, but rejects a 
number 
of 
constitutional 
amendments to restrict presidential 
power. The committee is divided on 
a proposal to amend the Constitution 
to make serious misconduct in a 
political campaign an impeachable 
offense. 
To limit political influence in 
government, 
the 
report 
recom­ 
mends that top aides in the White 
House and Justice Department be 
prohibited 
from 
engaging 
in 
political campaigns 
Specifically this provision would 
have prohibited such persons as 
John N. Mitchell or the late Robert 
F. 
Kennedy 
from 
serving 
as 


attorney general after serving as 
campaign managers for presidential 
candidates. 


The 
report also recommends 


strengthening 
the 
powers 
of 


Congress, especially its watchdog 
functions over government agencies 
and in controlling the purse strings 
of the White House.

The Lompoc Democratic Club last 
night spotlighted the Democratic 
candidates for State Senator in the 
special and primary election at a 
chicken cacciatorre dinner held in 
the Knights of Pythias Hall but 
unanimously voted at the end of the 
session not to make an individual 
endorsement. 
Present to make known their 
qualifications were Russ Herron, 
Paul Kinney and Omer Rains, all of 
Ventura County, and all seeking the 
seat vacated by Republican Robert 
Lagomarsino, 
recently 
elected 
congressman. Another candidate, 
Laird Hayes, begged off due to 
campaign commitments in Ventura 
County. 
Mike Palmer, president of the 
Club, introduced the candidates. 
H erro n , 
who 
contested 
Lagomarsino 
in the 
last State 
Senate election, strongly held that 
integrity and qualification were the 
attributes 
needed 
for 
election. 
Without them, he said, a senator 
would not be able to hold his own in 
Sacramento. 
“ Are you honest and can you stay 
honest?” were the questions he 
reported 
hearing 
most 
in 
his 
precinct work. He said that he 
possessed a driving desire to serve 
after 
more 
than 
25 
years 
of 
voluntary service to his community 
and 
to 
his 
government. 
He 
proclaimed that he was a definite 
“ control gowthcandidate.” 


Herron is a university professor at 
St. John’s Seminary in Moorpark 
and Laverne Colleges, a graduate of 
the U.S. Naval Academy and a 
retired Naval officer. 
Kinney declared that he was 


running because, as a legislative 
assistant to Assemblyman Ken 
McDonald of Ventura, he “ did not 
like what he saw in Sacramento.” 
He claimed bills were dying in the 
Senate and that the people have to 
take the initiative route because 
special interest groups concentrate 
on formulating State Senate action. 
“ One honest man can make the 


difference,” 
he declared. 
“ The 


system must be changed.” 
He supported stricter conflict of 


interest laws and better author 
identification 
of 
introduced 


measures. He further favors a 
unicameral 
legislature 
and 
a 


revision of the makeup of the many 
State commissions. 
Rains strongly declared that he is 


an independent, that he has a history 
of strong community involvement 
and integrity. 
“ I ’m the only candidate that has 


sat in a decision making capacity at 
a public level,” he stated. 
He said that he completely favors 


political reform, the closing of tax 
loopholes and a penal code revision. 
Rains is an attorney from Ventura 


who has been actively concentrating 
on public interest laws. 
In a question and answer period, 


on the issue of the unicameral 
election, Rains stated that he was 
not committed at this time. Herron 
said that he opposed the unicameral 
legislature issue. 
On liberalizing the laws against 


marijuana use, all candidates said 
that they would support a current 
measure that would reduce the 
penalty to an “ infraction.” 
All candidates agreed that they 


would support collective bargaining 
with school employes and the 
adm inistration 
and 
binding 


arbitration.

A largely GOP-labeled field of 
candidates fired off some minor 
election campaign salvos last night 
in presentations that included the 
charge that two county supervisors 
were using their offices in the hall of 
administration building to promote 
the 
gubernatorial 
candidacy 
of 
Democrat Bob Moretti. 
District Attorney David Minier 
was also among the speakers at a 
dinner sponsored by the Lompoc 
Valley Republic Women’s Club. 
Minier is a candidate for reelection. 
He said he was a Republican, but 
had to keep his candidacy non- 
partisan. To carry out that theme, 
he pinned a picture of himself to one 
lapel instead of the cutout of an 
elephant worn by the other diners as 
name tags. 
The charge against the county 
supervisors 
came 
during 
a 
presentation by Supervisor Charles 
F. Catterlin who seeks election to 
the 
State 
Senate. 
Catterlin 
described the board of supervisors 
as 
a 
“ fractured 
board 
of 
supervisors.” Then he charged that 
Moretti’s campaign was being run 
out 
of 
offices 
in 
the 
county 
administration 
building. 
When 
questioned about the charge by a 
member of the audience, Catterlin 
said the supervisors he had in mind 
were James. M. Slater and Frank 
Frost. 
Later Catterlin elaborated on the 
matter in response to questions of 
this reporter. He said he had seen 
members of Moretti’s campaign 
staff go into the offices of Frost and 
Slater, and that he had also seen 
Moretti campaign literature there. 
Asked whether such practices were 
not in fact illegal, and if so what did 


he propose to do about it, Catterlin 
said he would wait for guidance 
from the county counsel before he 
would consider filing a criminal 
complaint. Asked what member of 
the county counsel’s staff was 
handling the matter, Catterlin said 
he didn’t know. 
Earlier 
he had said 
that the 
supervisors and the county counsel 
had asked Frost and Slater to stop 
the practices. 


Minier, in response to a question 
told this reporter privately that it 
was the first that the question had 
come to his attention. He declined to 
elaborate 
further. Minier is the 
county’s top prosecutor. 
Other speakers were A1 Albinger, 
Assemblyman W. Don MacGillivray 
and Ruth McPherson in a bid for a 
seat in the state senate; Osborn T. 
Brazelton, Fran Elliott and J. Tim 
Terry in a bid for a seat in the 
assembly. 
There were also representatives 
for Houston I. Flournoy, 
who is a 
candidate for governor 
and for 
Congressman 
Robert 
J. 
Lagomarsino. 


MacGillivray defended his record 
in the assembly and said the size and 
scope of state government called for 
the kind of experience and executive 
ability 
he 
had 
brought 
to 
government. 
He 
said 
he 
was 
“ climbing a political ladder” and 
that election to the senate was 
another rung. MacGillivray was a 
Santa 
Barbara 
councilman and 
mayor 
before 
election 
to 
the 
assembly. 


Minier said he was running on his 
record, and had taken as a slogan for 
his 
campaign: 
“ Keep 
law 
enforcement strong.” 


Newsmen take stand 
on private meeting 


A Central Coast branch of the nation 
wide Society of Professional Journalists 
has sided with the San Luis Obispo 
Telegram Tribune in its legal conflict with 
the San Luis Obispo City Council over 
private 
meetings 
and 
freedom 
of 
information. 
On March 25. the council ejected a 
Telegram Tribune reporter and other press 
and public representatives from a meeting 
called to consider appointments to a new 
ad hoc citizens committee on local growth 
On March 27, the newspaper filed suit in 
superior court charging the city board with 
holding a private meeting in violation of 
the state’s Ralph M 
Brown Act The 
Brown Act requires that the business of 
public 
bodies, 
with 
certain 
specific 
exceptions, be conducted in public 
The California Missions Chapter of the 
Society 
of 
Professional 
Journalists, 
numbering representatives from Central 
Coast newspapers, and radio and television 
stations, affirmed its support of the 
newspaper at its April general meeting in 
Santa Maria. 
The Telegram Tribune has not sought 
monitary damages, but petitioned the court 
to void the committee appointments as 
well as all subsequent committee action 
The Brown Act permits public panels to 


conduct executive (private) sessions to 
discuss the status of a “ public officer or 
employe 
The newspaper will contend 
that the members of the ad hoc advisory 
committee do not qualify as either and 
that, therefore, the exception does not 
apply. 
San Luis Obispo Mayor Kenneth E. 
Schwartz has answered that he feels 
private meetings are necessary when 
selecting memtH'rs of city advisory boards 
in order to shield the “ character and 
reputation” of applicants from “ a public 
inquisition.” 
In its formal statement, the Journalists 
group said this: 
“ The California Missions Chapter of the 
Society of Professional Journalists, Sigma 
Delta Chi. reaffirms its dedication to the 
principal of the people's right to know and 
commends the San Luis Obispo Telegram 
Tribune and any other media in challenging 
violations of the Brown Act. The Brown 
Act declares that public commissions, 
board and councils and other public 
agencies in the state exist to aid in the 
conduct of the people s business. It is the 
intent of the law that their actions be taken 
openly and that their deliberations be 
conducted openly.”

Views have polarized at two extremes. Williams’ 
committee says two schools should be closed this fall based 
on the prediction that enrollment will fall. Parents in the 
southwest say the estimated savings of $94,000 do not 
justify closing the district’s newest school and with it a 
school program they feel is unique 
Supporting data for the closure of two schools comes in 
two parts: enrollment realities and projections and facility 
factors. 
The following points were considered by Williams’ 
committee: 
—Elementary school enrollment, kindergarten through 
eighth grade is declining at the national level and will 
continue that trend possibly to 1980. Enrollment has been 
declining in Lompoc Unified School District since the fall of 
1968—and principally at the elementary level. There was a 
high of 14,063 students in 1967-68 and the number has 
declined to a level of 11,938 in October 1973 and 11,720 in 
February 1974. Those trends are expected to continue. 
—(In the words of Williams’ committee) “ Significant 
income will be lost as a result of declining enrollment. Not 
only will we realize a reduction in state financial aid, but a 
loss in federal impacted aid monies as well. 
—“ If the enrollment continues to decline as per the 
projections and if the student-teacher ratios remain the 
same, the teaching staff will decrease by around 7.6 
teachers a year for the next five years. Most of these 
reductions will be at the elementary level. Accordingly 
administration and district service personnel should be 
reduced as the enrollment continues downward.” 
—“ The reduction in teaching staff alone will not 
compensate for the loss of funds the district will lose as a 
result of decreasing ADA.” 
—“ The reduction in staff members will probably be 
achieved by resignations (attrition).” 
—Figures on the number of empty classrooms vary 
depending on a variety of factors. There are 306 elementary 
classrooms in the district’s 14 elementary schools. Of 
these, 203 are in regular classroom use; 17 are presently 
being used in special reading programs; seven to house 
honors classes; four for pupil personnel purposes; two are 
rented to the county; and others are used for handicapped 
students, pregnant minors classes; migrant workers 
programs; and others for other special programs. 
-“ Put another way 103 of the total number of classrooms 
are either empty or used for purposes other than regular 
classroom instruction.” 
In the wordsDf Williams’ committee “ the district would 
realize $94,906 savings by closing two elementary schools; 
Loma Vista and Miguelito. This figure does not include the 
rental fee the district would receive for Loma Vista or the 
present Maple High School facility.” 
The committee recommends that the Maple facility be 
used either for storage, or rented or sold. 
Opponents of all this say the saving of $94,000 is 
insignificant compared to the educational damage to the 
children, particularly at Miguelito. The opponents say it 
would be hazardous for the youngest of the elementary 
students to walk from their homes in the southwest across 
the city to Hapgood

tuition. 
A big change in the new 
Army is attitude. The old 
Army’s policy of instilling 
discipline and responsibility 
through 
harassment 
has 
been eliminated. Sergeants, 
in 
other 
words, 
treat 
recruits as human beings. 
Why the changes? “ Since 
it 
changed 
to 
an 
all 
volunteer Army, they have 
changed their ways to give 
people incentive to enlist 
and stay in,” explained 
Marzio. 
Kay added, “ The Army 
tries to make an individual 
happy as possible so he will 
work better for the Army.” 
According to them many 
young people in Lompoc 
express 
interest

Army because they foresee 
no future in Lompoc. Jobs 
are 
unavailable 
on

Central Coast. 
The 
Army, 
however, 
offers job skills, higher 
education in service, good 
wages and benefits, G.I.

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Impeachment panel

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
Judiciary Committee has Rotten a 
foretaste of the partisan wrangling 
that’s sure to intensify as it weighs the 
evidence which will either impeach or 
exonerate President Nixon. 
Hep Wiley Mayne, R-Iowa, demanded 
to know at Thursday’s meeting how 
Congress could consider condemning 
President Nixon for his dealings with 
milk producers when, he said, public 
records showed $2 million in milk money 
flowed into congressional campaign 
chests since 1970 
Democrats rejected his demand that 
the impeachment inquiry legal staff 
investigate the motives of the 125 House 
members who cosponsored a bill in 1971 
to raise milk price supports. 
One of the impeachment allegations 
against Nixon charges he increased 
government price supports for milk in 
197) in response to a $2 million campaign 
chest 
from 
m ilk 
producers’ 
cooperatives. 


The milk charge is one of the 37 
serious charges that remain after the 
committee staff pruned 19 other charges 
from its original compilation of 56 
potential impeachable offenses. 


That action drew angry fire today 
from Hep. John Conyers Jr , D-Mich., 
who accused the 100-member staff of 
taking a “ terrible step backwards” in 
halting its investigation into some areas. 
He attacked the staff decision to 
postpone an investigation of Nixon’s 
Christmas, 1970 bombing of Cambodia 
until a Senate committee report is 
issued. 
“ They should have subpoenaed the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff,” he said. “ The 
Cambodia bombing is one of the clearest 
impeachment issues of all times; you 
don’t have to worry about did he do it 
—he did it.” 
Other Democrats said they did not 
share his alarm and felt the staff had 
acted prudently.

liquor prices. 


Liquor 
industry 
representatives 
testified 
Tuesday that they opposed 
the kill because it would 
force small retailers out of 
business by decreasing their 
operating profits.

Francisco 
psychiatrist Dr. Joel Fort 
said the liquor industry uses 
“ well financed lobbyists of 
the industry who pay for the

The statement angered 
Sen Donald L. Gmnsky, R- 
Aptos, who denounced Fort 
as a publicity seeker.

community 
extension 
of 
the 
treatment a patient is receiving in 
hospitals, public or private, or under 
private psychiatric care. 
She believes the center is unique 
in the nation but sees no reason why 
similar 
centers 
could 
not 
be 
operated in other communities and 
has written a basic pamphlet on how 
to begin one. 
“ Ours grew out of my work with a 
philanthropy that had a hospital 
music therapy program,” she said 
in an interview. 
“ I could detect that between the 
patients’ 
visits 
that 
the 
usual 
institutional 
therapy 
was 
not 
enough. 
“ I thought, ‘Why aren’t we out 
there?’” 
That was around 1962 and today 
“ we out there” consitst of thè 
center’s college-trained therapists 
in 
music, 
dance, 
art, 
and 
a 
counsulting psychologist, who work 
with the patients on a weekly, twice- 
weekly, or daily basis as needed. 
“ Most of our pateints fall in the 
18-to -35-year-old category,” she 
said. “ But oh, we need to aftord to 
reach the children.” 
Ms. Tyson doesn’t bog down in 
technical terms when she talks of 
how the program works other than 
to say that “ the arts seem the direct 
line to the subconscious. 
“ Most of our patients are in 
music. Music has such an intense 
personal 
meaning. 
Something 


they’ve always loved, but could not 
express. Music seems to reach the 
deepest 
inhibitations and 
frus­ 
trations, the fear of succeeding, the 
fear of failing, the feeling of utter 
demoralization 


“ We had one male patient who 
kept remembering some of the 
chords 
he’d 
heard from 
the 
‘Moonlight 
Sonata ’ With 
the 
therapist, he began to pick it out by 
ear. by pattern of notes. Once he 
mastered it, a need satisfied, a new 
desire took over 


“ He started music lessons. 


But a patient need not know 
anything about the arts That’s up to 
us. There is no curriculum, no book, 
no timetable, no pressure.” 


Her files are full of case histories 
but one she mentions often was the 
subject of one of the center’s films 
available to other rehabilitation 
groups. 


She was Chryssa, as the film 
called her, and she was emotionally 
disturbed almost beyond belief of 
recovery. She had lost her mother 
when she was 7, her impoverished 
father could not keep the family 
together, and life became a series of 
abuses and placements in 10 foster 
homes and three years in an 
orphanage. 
Referred from the psychotherapy 
unit of a New York hospital, the girl, 
now 30, was “ angry, easily provokes 
rejection, has wide mood swings.” 
She had, in the course of 14 years of 
therapy, not been able to speak, 
rather to express herself only 
through body movements. 
Ms. Tyson began her with dance 
therapy. She then went into the 
music sessions. The happy ending is 
that 
ultimately 
she 
attended 
Columbia 
University 
Teachers 
College, has a master’s degree, and 
is teaching children.

League owners have made 
sweeping rules changes, hoping to enliven the game of 
professional football 
The new rules discourage field goals and enc ourage 
running and passing They mark the first major shift 
in professional football r u le s in 40 vears 


Goal posts will be moved 10 yards further away —at 
the back of the end zone rather than at the goalline 
And unsuccessful field goal tries will be returned to 
the line of scrimmage, if it is beyond the 20-yard line 


Forward passing and running with returned punts 
will be encouraged by restricting defensive tactics 


Sudden death overtime periods will be played to 
reduce the number of ties in regular season games 
Such periods already are used in playoff games 


Several people associated with the new and to 
competing World Football League, which hopes to 
begin play in July, said the NFL merely was copying 
some rules the new league already had decided on 


“ It looks like they went right down the line and 
copied our rule book.” said Tom Origer. owner of the 
WFL’s Chicago Fire 


Sudden death overtime, used four times in the past 
in playoff games, is the biggest headline grabber 
among the changes, but is not as significant as some 
of the other new rules because there aren't that many 
tie games 


Only 12 of the .164 NFL regular season games the 
past two seasons ended in ties 


The new rules would prohibit any defender from 
hitting eligible pass receivers more than once after 
the receiver clears the line of scrimmage That should 
open up the passing game 


On punts and field goals, the players on the kicking 
team can t cross the line of scrimmage until the ball 
actually is kicked -ra th e r than on the snap of the ball. 
That should do away with fair catches and lengthen 
punt returns, which dropped to an average of less than 
eight yards and produced only 10 touchdowns the last 
two seasons. 
Kickoffs were moved from the 40-yard line back to 
the 35 to allow more kiekoff returns 
The penalty for offensive holding or tripping in the 
area of the line of scrimmage was reduced from 15 
vardsto 10 vards.

WASHINGTON (UPI> 
The U.S. space agency soon 
must decide where it should 
go next in its expanding 
effort to explore the planets 
and search for signs of other 
life in the solar system. 
In the past four months. 
Am erican 
and 
Russian 
s c ie n tis ts 
h av e 
se n t 
spacecraft 
to 
the 
four 
nearest 
planets—Jupiter, 
Mars, Venus and Mercury 
Next year the space agency 
will 
launch 
two 
robots 
called Viking to land and 
search for life on Mars. 


A Pioneer spacecraft is 
scheduled to reach Jupiter 
next Decem ber and fly on to 
become the first probe to 
explore 
Saturn 
in 
1979 
NASA also plans to launch 
tw o 
l a r g e r 
M a r i n e r 
television scouts in 1977 to 
examine Jupiter and Saturn 
and in 1978 two spacecraft 
will be launched to orbit 
Venus and probe its dense 
atm osphere.

— A “party night” doesn’t 
mean pounding rock music 
and swirling lights for HV 
year-old Sandra 
Silva, a 
clerk 
in 
the 
police 
department. 
For 
her, 
party 
night 
means donning a uniform 
reminiscent of the Brown 
Shirts of Hitler’s Germany 
complete with a swastika 
armband 
Miss Silva, a soft-spoken 
file clerk, is a member of 
the American Nazi Party. 
Uniformed party members 
have turned up recently at 
city school board meetings 
to 
protest 
r a c i a l 
desegregation, 
Miss Silva 
among them. 
Fists 
have 
flown 
and 
combattants 
have 
been 
arrested, though she has not 
been among them. 
But the recent discovery 
that a card-carrying Nazi 
was a police department 
clerk has triggered anger 
and suspicion among civil 


libertarians, 
especially 
Jewish, black and other 
minority groups 
" It ’s 
not 
surprising 
there's a Nazi in the police 
department 
says 
police 
community relations officer 
Art Tapia, a critic of some 
police policies 
"It’s just 
surprising that somebody 
found out about it.” 
“ If Brown Berets came 
into power again and I 
became a member,” he 
says, “ they’d fire me for 
conditions unbecoming an 
officer. 
It’s 
the 
whole 
psychology of the police 
department.” 
“ If someone from a left- 
wing militant group worked 
for the police, they wouldn’t 
be so ready to defend him,” 
adds 
police 
Sgt. 
Henry 
W illia m s, 
another 
community 
relations 
officer. 
The department says it 
has no right to probe the 
political beliefs of employes 
who don’t wear oadges, as 


long as the views do not 
interfere with work. 
Democratic 
Mayor 
Joseph Alioto has refused 
comment but a former city 
police chief, Supervisor Al 
Nelder, 
and 
other 
community leaders believe 
a Nazi has no pldce in the 
police department. 
Miss Silva, an $U8-a-week 
clerk in the police permit 
bureau the past year, says 
her Nazism has nothing to 
do with her job. 
" I 
never 
wear 
my 
armband 
to work,” she 
says. " It’s just for party 
functions. I work here eight 
hours a day, then after that 
it’s 
the 
party. 
I 
don’t 
mention the party at work.” 
Miss Silva, who believes 
with other American Nazis 
that all minorities should be 
banned from the U.S. but 
that 
“ we’re 
opposed 
to 
genocide,” got interested in 
the Nazis at age 13. 
“ The thing that appealed 
to me was the absolute law 


and order,” she says. “ We 
believe absolutely in a one 
man rule. Hitler is our 
spiritual leader.” 
Miss Silva, who says her 
parents oppose her Nazism 
(“ But they’re entitled to 
their opinionsbelieves it 
is a “ bunch of lies” that 
Hitler’s regime murdered 6 
million Jews in death camps 
during World War II. 
“ Maybe a thousand were 
murdered but what those 
camps were was detention 
camps for subversives 
I 
don’t believe Hitler set up a 
program 
that 
murdered 
people,” she says. 
“ What we’re for is a 
segregated United States 
Any 
aliens 
or 
other 
foreigners who are non­ 
white should be sent back 
where they came from. Yes, 
we’re white supremicists. 
“ P e rso n a lly 
and 
officially, 
we 
feel 
that 
minorities 
are 
inferior 
mentally 
and 
physically. 
They are the cause of crime. 


We never had it before when 
we were segregated. The 
Jews 
are 
the 
main 
instigators 
among 
other 
races against the 
white 
race 
“ But we don’t believe in 
genocide at all We’re not 
murderers. 
What 
people 
think about us is just a 
carryover from World War 
II. We re a revival of the 
party, 
with 
extreme 
moderation to fit the times. 
“ As 
a 
rule 
we’re 
nonviolent. 
We 
advocate 
doing everything legally and 
by peaceful means.” 
Miss Silva’s co-worker, 
she says, are all white 
“ Everyb od y 
was 
surprised when they heard 
about it a week ago,” she 
said. “ They didn’t know 
what to make of it. But 
nobody complained. They 
don’t see it as a threat to 
anything.” 
But 
several 
Jewish 
organizations 
and

Hunters Point Community 
Council, 
representing 
60 
agencies, 
groups 
and 
churches, has asked the 
police commission to fire 
“ all Nazis and any other

The group said the police

“ with enforcing laws in a 
just and civilized manner” 
but was employing “ persons 
who consider black people 
jungle bunnies, sex fiends 
and coons ’” 
Jewish 
groups

reacted with both anger and 
caution.

Seasonal ban announced 
for coastal shellfish 


It’s that time again: four 
months with no “ Rs” , plus 
September and October for 
good measure 
Which is 
another way of saying that 
the 
seasonal 
ban 
on 
harvesting certain shellfish 
along the California coast 
starts May 1 and ends 
October 31. 
Dr. William Mayer, the 
state health director who 
ordered 
the 
annual 
quarantine, had this to say 
about the reason: 


“ Warnings about eating 
mussels and clams during 
the summer and fall may 
seem silly to some people, 
but earlier in our history 
deaths from dinoflagellate 
poisoning 
were 
commonplace. So we have 
to 
keep 
reminding 
new 


generations that the danger 
is still here.” 
Mayer 
explained 
that 
dinoflagellates, 
micro­ 
scopic organisms on which 
most shellfish feed during 
the warm season, produces 
a toxin for which there is no 
antidote. 
Local health officers in 
the coastal counties post 
signs on the beaches in 
English and 
Spanish, 
warning against 
taking 
mussels except for bait. The 
signs also advise shellfish 
lovers 
to 
wash 
clams 
thoroughly before cooking, 
and to eat only the white 
meat. All dark parts should 
be discarded. 
Abalone and crabs do not 
feed on plankton, and there 
is no danger of poisoning 
from 
these 
shellfish.

Aaron R. Frosch proceed to

Miss Taylor arrived in

There is a possibility that the proposal for annexation of 
Goleta Valley by the city of Santa Barbara will be on the 
November election ballot, County Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson said today. 
Johnson made the statement as he filed with the clerk of 
the Board of Supervisors a proposed agreement with San 
Francisco consultant John M. Sanger to prepare documents 
and 
requirements 
for the 
annexation proposal for 
submission to the Local Agency Formation Commission. 
The agreement is for $10,000. 
Negotiations would then go on with the city of Santa 
Barbara for preparation of a two-tier structure of 
government. Voters in both the city and the valley would be 
required to approve annexation for it to become a reality. 
The county supervisors already have voted the county 
government as proponent in the annexation matter. LAFCO 
members while indicating they favored annexation over 
various incorporation petitions covering valley areas, 
could 
not 
officially 
back 
annexation 
because 
an 
environmental impact report is now needed preliminarily. 
Johnson said his office is holding ott on plans for an 
environmental impact report covering the entire area 
pending a possible ruling by the State Supreme Court which 
could make such a report unnecessary. Ventura County has 
appealed this requirement for annexation to the high court. 
Under District Reorganization Act procedures now being 
followed, no petitions will be needed to back the push for 
annexation, county authorities showed. 
LAFCO’s approval of the annexation proposal and city 
approval of an election would take care of the matter and 
insure that it went to a vote, following Board of 
Supervisors’ initiation of the proposal by a resolution. 
A full-scale environmental impact report, if required, 
would be an "element of the package,” said Johnson. He 
said that while there have been reports that a consultant 
might be required and that an E1R might cost $30,000 to 
$50,000, he would hope, if necessary, that the report be done 
"in house” utilizing the County Office of Environmental 
Quality.

Republican party Richard Nixon, or with 
the

answ ered 
objectively. However, the fact remains, 
with the June primaries just around the 
bend, and the November general elections 
not too far behind, 
the Republicans 
running for office throughout the country 
may have a very tough up-hill battle 
ahead. 
Within this context, one thought should 
be foremost in all voters’ minds. It is not 


the party, but the man who should and 
must be judged in the voter booth. The 
actions of one man, or a group of men, do 
not 
the 
parties 
policies 
make. 
To 
stereotype in a situation such as this would 
be disastrous not only for the two-party 
system, but also for the country. Certainly 
there are men of questionable ethics in both 
parties, so one party should not be singled 
out as the recipient of the backlash against 
bad government. 
Each of us should support and work for 
those men we feel will bring to the 
government at both state and national 
levels the integrity and openness our 
country now needs so desperately. Such 
men and women are both Democrats and 
Republicans, and as such can give us the 
type of governmental leadership we need. 
Look at each person vying for public office 
carefully and as an individual, and forget 
his party affiliation. If he is truly a good 
man, it won’t make any difference to him 
either.

Pet breeding 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Rude awakening due 


Washington — The uproar over 
whether President Nixon will or will 
not respond to the subpoenas calling 
for 
taped 
conversations 
on 
Watergate is a ripple compared to 
the tumult still to come. The naive 
belief in the White House is that the 
limits of the impeachment inquiry 
can be drawn around Watergate. 
The President and his chief counsel, 
James St. Clair, are due for a rude 
awakening. 
Already in pre­ 
paration within the 
House 
Judiciary 
C om m ittee 
are 
r e q u e s t s 
for 
documents 
and 
tapes covering the 
ITT affair, the milk 
fund, 
the 
Presi­ 
dent’s taxes, cam­ 
paign financing and 
other aspects of his 
troubled 
presidency. 
If these requests are not honored, 
subpoenas will undoubtedly follow. 


This accords with chairman Peter 
Rodino’s conviction that the “whole 
man” must be considered in the 
proceeding before his committee. It 
cannot be simply the Watergate 
break-in and the cover-up. The 
scope of the other charges is in 
many respects far greater than 
what administration propagandists 
sought at the outset to downgrade as 
a “caper.” 


Although Congress is in recess 
Rodino and the committee staff are 
working hard through this week to 
try to move the inquiry ahead as 
rapidly as possible. Yet for all their 
efforts the timetable stretches into 
the summer. The calendar looks at 
the moment like this: 


As announced, the presentation of 
evidence is to begin on May 7. This 
will take at least six weeks. Then 
some time after mid-June the knotty 
attempt to write a committee report 
with recommendations will begin. 
As committee insiders see it, this

can be done in two weeks. Although 
that is probably optimistic. 
That comes up to the July 4 recess 
which, like the Easter recess, would 
in the normal course of events be for 
10 days. But already consideration is 
being given to an appeal to the 
leadership of the house to call off or 
foreshorten 
that 
vacation. 
The 
objective is to get an impeachment 
resolution before the House so that 
debate 
can 
begin 
without 
the 
interruption of the July 4 interval. 
That debate will take at least two 
weeks and probably longer. That 
puts an impeachment resolution — 
many consider it not a likelihood but 
a certainty — before the Senate on 
or about August 1. 
Democratic leaders have said it 
would take two weeks to prepare for 
the trial by the Senate which 
probably cuts it thin. So the trial 
goes on in September and October 
when under normal circumstances 
the congressional campaign would 
be at its height. 
No one can accuse Rodino of 
trying to drag out the procedure. 
That 
such 
an 
even tempered, 
reasonable man should be cast up 
out of the seniority system is a piece 
of good luck. 
To be sure he lost his cool when, 
following St. Clair’s insulting letter 
asking for a two-week delay in 
responding to the tape request and 
the last-minute St. Clair telephone 


call, the Republicans on the 
committee started running off in all 
directions. 
But 
that 
was 
an 
understandable lapse. 
The committee vote of 33 to 3 in 
favor 
of 
sobpoenaing 
the 
documents was the handwriting on 
the wall for the White House. Under 
Rodino’s 
careful, 
well-tempered 
leadership 
something 
like 
that 
bipartisan vote is likely to prevail. 
This will be more difficult as the list 
extends into the charges publicly 
aired and in some instances already 
in the courts. 
The mystery is why the White 
House cannot understand where 
resistance — stubborn resistance — 
is 
leading. 
Even 
staunch 
Republicans 
are 
beginning 
to 
believe that the President must 
have something to hide. Otherwise, 
they are saying, why doesn’t he turn 
over what the committee wants? 
In short the “executive privilege” 
pretext is wearing painfully thin. 
It was Sen. Hugh Scott, the 
minority leader, who first suggested 
that the real solution was to have a 
truck back up to the White House 
and load in everything. That was 
ignored as was Scott’s gambit about 
tapes 
proving 
the 
President’s 
innocence if only they could be 
released. 
Increasingly the President is a 
lonely, isolated figure. And that is 
part of the mystery.

when 
it 
c o m e s 
to 
uncontrollable 
breeding of pets. 
The uncontrolled breeding of pets 
is a serious problem. Some 60,000 
cats and dogs must die or be killed 
every day to maintain a stable pet 
population in the United States, 
according to the director of the 
Small Animal Clinic at Michigan 
University. Every day. 
For 
the 
most 
part, 
people 
themselves are responsible for the 
problem. 
According 
to 
United 
Press 
International news service, during 
the 1960s, the pet population in the 
U.S. increased abut 40 per cent, 
compared with 10 per cent for the 
human population. 
“As the rise in the pet population 
continues, a decision must be made

between the pet and the man, and 
we all know who wins that one,” 
says the director of the clinic. “The 
way to get out of the executing 
business is to simply keep the 
animals from breeding.” 
He added that people let pets 
breed too much by not keeping an 
eye on them and by not using 
sterilization processes. We frankly 
believe that there should be some 
clamor for sterilization clinics at 
low cost, such as those conducted 
for rabies. 
Another reason people let their 
pets breed is because they enjoy 
seeing the miracle of birth. The 
Small Animal Ginic director has a 
message for those people also: 
“But those parents who would like 
their 
children 
to 
witness 
the 
wonders of birth should have them 
visit the euthanasia room of their 
local animal shelter to witness the 
miracle of death as well.”

An issue which could have a far 
reaching impact on the costs and 
quality of telephone service is being 
studied by the state’s Public Utility 
Commission. 
The issue, simply stated, is one of 
competition. 
Manufacturers 
of 
various special equipment which 
can be hooked up to telephones are 
battling over their right to offer 
such equipment for sale and use in 
connection with the regulated phone 
companies lines. 
For the most part the equipment 
in 
contention 
parallels 
that 
furnished by the phone companies. 
The difference is that the phone 
companies charge a monthly rate 
for the specialized equipment while 
the competitors offer it for sale. The 
attraction to the customer is the 
avoidance of the monthly charges. 
The 
phone 
companies 
are 
protected from competition and are 
fighting to preserve this protection. 
But it was not always that way. In 
earlier days, not only the phone 
companies but other utilities such as 
gas and electric companies were 
competitive. And the situation was 
chaotic with parallel lines running 
down the streets. If you wanted to 
call someone on the phone he had to 
be a subscriber to the same phone 
company service as the caller or no 
dice. Besides it was a situation 
bound to become most costly to the 
user. 
Into 
this disorder came the 
government which determined it to 
be against the best public interest to 
have competitive utility situations. 
Thus was established a regulatory 
commission which today’s PUC is 
the outgrowth. In lieu of competition 
the state, through the PUC, sets the 
charges which may be made by the 
utility companies. 
The phone companies opposition 
to the ancillary equipment being 
supplied by others is based upon two 
contentions. 


Pacific Telephone claims that it 
costs about three times what it 
charges to provide customers with 
basic phone service. The difference, 
it states, is made up in charges for 
what the company calls “vertical 
s e r v i c e s . ” 
This 
includes 
switchboards, 
extensions 
and 
various other special equipment. 
If, according to PT & T, these 
services are lost to competition or if 
the phone companies have to lower 
charges 
for 
the 
auxiliary 
equipment, the low basic charges 
for phone service will have to rise. 
They further argue that the 
introduction 
of 
equipment 
not 
approved by them will have an 
adverse effect on the quality of 
telephone service. 
Unlike a faulty toaster where the 
consequences are simply a blown 
fuse or a ruined breakfast, faulty 
phone equipment hooked onto the 
telephone network can affect scores 
of users. 
Among the effects, they say, can 
be poor transmission, cross talk, 
wrong numbers and even breakdown 
of service. 
While the phone companies have 
refrained from using the term 
“bootleg equipment” the fact is that 
already there is considerable use of 
equipment 
not 
furnished 
or 
approved by the phone companies. 
When such equipment is used the 
customer has not only deprived 
himself of the free repair service 
the telephone companies render 
their customers but quite possibly 
are making themselves liable for 
damages which may be incurred by 
the phone company to their lines and 
equipment. 
It will be these factors which will 
be studied by the PUC in reaching a 
decision as to the advisability of 
permitting outside manufacturers 
to compete with the established 
comDanies.
